GENERAL WASHINGTON. 
“Under the title of revolutionary anec¬ 


dotes, in your paper of yesterday, I read 


with pleasure, and with sympathetic feel¬ 
ings, the farewell scene, when the General 
paited with the officers whom he had so 
long commanded, and with whom he had 
been so honorably engaged in the Revolu¬ 
tionary struggle. It is so exactly like the 
conduct of that inestimable character, that 
I doubt not its perfect truth. He was a 
man of great sensibility, amiable, kind, be¬ 
nevolent.* But there wiuo much native 
dignity in his deportmenrj* that no man 
could approach him without being impres 
sed with a sensation that he accosted a su¬ 
perior being: yet there was a small mixture 
of timidity in his general demeanor, lest he 
might commit an error, and this modesty was 
exceedingly prepossessing.' Tt gave a mild¬ 
ness and kindness to his manner, and when, 
by being much with him, the sensation of 
awe abated, it a as converted into a warm 
attachment to»a person in whom was found 
every amiable quality; for he was a gener¬ 
ous, kind-hearled and most sincere friend ; 
as capable of giving attentions as of ex¬ 
pecting them, never failing to reciprocate 
a kindness. 

I have lived for weeks together with the 
General at different times, duriDg many 
years, and the more I have known of him 
the more Bincerely I regarded him. When he 
died he was the best friend l had on earth 
and his loss I shall never cease to regret 
It was to me irreparable. 

In the anecdotes above alluded to, the 
General is represented as so grave a char 
acter, that be was scarcely ever seen to 
laugh. I have seen him enjoy good tales, 
and laugh as heartily as most men of ele¬ 
vated character. He was occasionally grave 
when other men laughed, for he had much 
to think of which required attention. His 
correspondence was so extensive, that he 
was seldom long unoccupied; and he never 
left for the morrow what the day required. 
He was punctual, and mall things regu¬ 
lated by the most perfect order, and the 
utmost propriety. But he was of so amia¬ 
ble a disposition ttyt he never failed to ex¬ 
press pleasure where he found a desire to 
please. Though be enjoyed a refined and 
polished wit, it was not requisite to shew 
that be enjoyed a happy sally—even a pun 
has made the General laugh in high glee; 
and 1 have beard him make observations 
with a good deal of quaintness and arch¬ 
ness, suppressing a smile, and leaving the 
company in full enjoyment of the effect: 


LATEST FROM ENGLAND 
The British Packet Zephyr, which arriv¬ 
ed at New York on 26|h ult. (August,) via 
Halifax, with the July mail, fens brought 
Halifax papers of the 18th iusf. containing 
extracts from London Journals to the 17th 
ult. inclusive, of which the Evening Post 
has made the following summary:— 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

There was considerable bustle on the 
Stock Exchange, London, on the 17tb uH. 
in consequence of recent intelligence from 
Calcutta, that the war with the Burmese 
had assumed a serious aspect, and would 
probably be one of considerable magnitude. 
A party of the Company’s troops, which 
defeated a body of the Burmese, had sub¬ 
sequently been overpowered and driven 
back with loss, and orders had been issued 
for 25,000 men to take the field agaiust 
the enemy. The effect had been to reduce 
the India Stock considerably in value. 

Nothing bad transpired as to the final de¬ 
termination of the British government res¬ 
pecting sending troops to the Tagus, al 
though certain preparations were going on 
which seemed to indicate a disposition to 
comply with the wishes of the king of Por¬ 
tugal. The French government is said to 
have declared that it has do intention of 
interfering in the affairs of Portugal, and 
that their Ambassador exceeded his in¬ 
structions in offering military protection to 
the King. 

The King of the Sandwich Islands did 
not long survive his Queen. Shortly after 
her decease an abscess was formed on his 
lungs, which terminated bis existence on the 
14th July. He died uttering these words: 
“Farewell to you all!—I am dead!—I am 
happy!” Aware of the approach of his 
dissolution, he requested that his remains 
and those of his wife, should be removed 
to his native land. 

THE HOLY ALLIANCE. 

The ministers of Russia, Austria, Prus 
sla, and France, continued their delibera¬ 
tions at Johaonisburgb, but the only thing 
that bad transpired aato their decisions was 
that the relations between Wirtemberg, 
Vienna and Berlin bad been re-established. 
Great Britain had refuted to comply with 
a request made by the allied powers that 
she should, send a minister to the meeting. 
TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 

To a note lately presented to the Turkish 
Divan by Lord Strangford, urging in 
strong terms the immediate evacuation of 
Moldavia and Wallachia, a verbal answer 
was returned “That all the promises that 
had been made would be performed, but 
that the evacuation of the principalities re¬ 
quired Borne time on accoupt of certain 
measures, respecting which the Ottoman 
government could not yet explain itself.” 
This declaration was so unsatisfactory that 
the British minister immediately sent

There are few, I presume, that hear of 
the achievments of distinguished ineu, 
without forming vome ideaot their persons 
and features; and it is pleasing to know 
whether lhe reality answer* to the ides.— 

I have therefore made some inquiry res¬ 
pecting the persons of tome ot tae most 
active officers of'he American army, en¬ 
gaged m those operations which it has been 
a part of our task to describe; nod us L 
believe that you are not incurious on tbis 
subject, l will, without hesitation, commu¬ 
nicate what I have learned. 

D'hs/iing'foii lias already beqn described 
,«o often, that his whole appearance must 
be familiar with your fancy. 1 cannot, 
however, pass hy sb imposing a figure en¬ 
tirely unnoticed. With a person six feet 
two inches iu stature, expanded, muscular, 
of elegant propoi dons, and unusually grace¬ 
ful in all its movements; his head moulded 
somewhat on the model of the Greciau 
antique; features sufficiently prominent for 
strength or comeliness ; a Roman nose, and 
large blue eyes, deeply thoughtful rather 
than lively—with these attributes, the ap¬ 
pearance of Washington was striking and 
august. Of aline complexion, bc was ac¬ 
counted, when young, one of the handsom¬ 
est of meo But his majesty consisted in 
the expression of his countenance, much 
more than in his comely features, his lofty 
person, or his dignified deportment. It was 
the emanation ol his great spirit through the 
tenement it occupiod. 

Mojur General Green In person was 
rattier corpulent, and above, the commou 
size—llis complexion was fair and florid; 
his countenance serene and mild, indicating 
a goodness which seemed to shade and 
soften the* me and greatness of its expres¬ 
sion.
